To the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole qualified 
to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Town on Tuesday, the 13th day of March next, at 
ten o'clock in the forenoon to act on Articles 1 and 2. 
Polls will remain open until 7:00 p.m. Following the 
counting of ballots, the meeting will be recessed until 
the 24th day of March next at 9:30 a.m. in the forenoon, 
at which time the balance of the Articles will be acted 
on. 


Article 1: To choose the necessary Town officers 
for their respective terms. ; 


Article 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of the 
amendment to the Flood Plain District Article of the Walpole 
Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board and 
as mandated by the Federal Government and as on file at 
the Town Offices. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will-vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,346,840.00 for support of 
Town Poor, for Town Libraries, to build and repair bridges 
and highways and for such other expenses as may accrue. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to raise money on notes of the 
Town for current expenses in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to accept 
such funds and bequests as have been left to it during 
the year. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to transfer tax liens and convey property 
acquired by the Town by Tax Collector Deed, by public 
auction (or Advertised Bid), or in such other manner as 
determined by the Board of Selectmen as justice may require. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend 
monies from the State, Federal or other governmental units, 
or a private source, which become available during the 
year in accordance with the provisions set forth in New 
Hampshire R.S.A.s. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $47,825. to purchase a 1991 
truck with 2 way dump body, with live power pump and all 
necessary hydraulic equipment to meet Federal Standards 
and to authorize the withdrawal of the funds required 
from the Heavy Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund 
for this purpose.

First Phase - North Walpole 


This phase of our sewer project has been in operation since 
July 1988. While there have been the usual number of bugs to iron 
out, particularly at the pump station, the project, as a whole, 
has functioned very well. We are now pumping to the treatment 
plant an average of some 64,000 gallons per day of wastewater 
that formerly went into the Connecticut River. 


Second Phase - Wastewater Treatment Facility 


This is the part of the project that is helping to pay for the 
upgrading of the Bellows Falls Wastewater Treatment Facility.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements 
of the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire for the year ended December 
31, 1988, and have issued our report thereon dated June 20, 1989. 
‘As part of our examination, we made a study and evaluation of 
‘the Town's system of internal accounting control to the extent 
we considered necessary solely to determine the nature, timing, 
and extent of our auditing procedures. Our study and evaluation 
was more limited than would be necessary to express an opinion 
on the system of internal accounting control taken as a whole, 
‘and we do not express such an opinion. 


However, during our examination we became aware of several 
‘matters that, while not involving material weaknesses in internal 
accounting control, are opportunities for strengthening internal 
‘controls and operating efficiency. The memorandum that accompanies 
this letter summarizes our comments and suggestions regarding 
‘these matters. A separate report dated June 20, 1989 contains 

our report on material weaknesses in internal accounting control. 
This letter does not affect our report dated June 20, 1989 on 

the financial statements of the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire .

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PRE SIGNED CHECKS 


During the course of our audit, we noted that the Treasurer 
signs batches of checks before they are written. These presigned 
checks are held in the safe until they are issued and signed by 
the selectmen. While this practice is convenient for Town officia] 
it weakens control over cash. We recommend that checks be signed 
only when issued, and that blank checks never be signed. 


TIMELY BANK DEPOSITS 


We noted that bank deposits were not always made within a 
reasonable time after receipt of the money. While we realize 
that these occurrences were generally during the busy times of 
the year, we recommend that deposits be made as often as possible 
to improve cash availability and increase interest earning power. 


APPROVED PAY RATES 


We found no employee pay rates approved by the selectmen. 
Employees were paid the rate "they always get" and could be given 
a raise orally by the department head. We recommend that approved 
pay rates be maintained, whether in individual's files or on 
a master listing. We feel that this would serve a dual purpose, 
first as a guideline in the preparation of payroll and secondly 
as an assistance to the Selectmen in monitoring the expenditures 
of the. Town. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT DISBURSEMENTS 


In the prior year, we noted that the Highway department had 
its own checkbook to use for all highway department expenditures, 
which was not in the hands of the Treasurer. During the year, 
this account was transferred to the Treasurer, but is still used 
for highway disbursements. We recommend that this account be 
closed into the general checking account and all disbursements 
be made from one account. This would make the Town's bookkeeping 
function less complicated, and decrease the workload of the Treasur 
by eliminating bank transfers to this account and the reconciliatic 
Of theraccount, 


PROPERTY TAX BILLINGS 


The Town continues to bill its property taxes to the nearest 
cent. As in prior years, we recommend that property tax bills be 
rounded... to the nearest dollar as allowed by State law. We feel 
that this change would help minimize the chance of error and make 
the tax collector's records easier to manage.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE TOWN LIBRARY TRUSTEES - 1989 


1989 was a planning year for the trustees. Three committees were 
formed to work on long-range plans. These committees were a 
Personnel Committee, Buildings and Grounds Committee, and a 
Community Resource Committee, which included automation plans 

for the libraries. Needs were established, recommendations made, 
and priorities set for the next five years. These decisions insure 
that current and future budget requests from the town are reasonable 
and necessary to provide services and materials for library patrons 
and to provide needed repairs and upkeep of the buildings and 
facilities. 


A print was given to the North Walpole Branch Library in memory 
of Mrs. Capron, who served as librarian for eighteen years. The 
print has been framed and will be hung in the library with a plaque 
added to commemorate Mrs. Capron's years of service to the library. 


The Friends of the Bridge Memorial Library had several fund raising 
events this year. They sold note paper with a sketch of the Bridge 
Memorial Library on it, and they held a book sale in July. "A 
Taste of Walpole", a bake sale of gourmet food, was held in October, 
and in December the raffle of an old-fashioned Santa, made by 

Nan Bopp, was successful. 


Money raised at these events bought magnifying sheets, a globe, 
a book rack, an antique display case, and Christmas decorations 
for the library. Also, $300.00 was given toward the cost of the 
Encyclopedia Americana. 


In the spring, the Friends of the Bridge Memorial Library sponsored 
four lectures on death and dying, and in October Paul McGuirk 
conducted a program on stamps and stamp collecting. 


At the end of June, Jean Kobeski, Chairperson of the Children's 
Programs, began a bi-weekly pre-school story and crafts program. 

Jean also organized a summer reading program for children from 
kindergarten through 6th grade, which included weekly activities 

and ended with a party. These summer programs were very successful, 
and in July and August the library saw an increase of 352 books 

in the children's book circulation from the previous year. In 

the fall, Jean organized a series of holiday workshops and a 
Christmas party, which included trimming the tree and a film. 

A grant, donations, and funds from the Friends of the Bridge Memorial 
Library provided a concert and lecture by Debra Stuart, which 

was well attended by children and adults. On behalf of the trustees, 
I want to thank Jean for her work in providing interesting and 
exciting children's programs at the Bridge Memorial Library. 


The Friends of the Bridge Memorial Library sponsored several 
exhibits. Marcia Ahlefeld's display of wild life photograph 
brightened the library, and displays of gardening books and movie 
books were also featured.

At the Friends of the Bridge Memorial Library annual meeting in 
April, bylaws were adopted by members present. Nicolas Daniloff 
was the guest speaker. At the annual pot-luck supper held in 
October, Robert McGrath gave a slide show titled "Art of the White 
Mountains". 


A wing chair and an oak table for the reference room were purchased 
by the trustees with funds given in memory of Rense Kolvoord. 


I want to thank those people who have donated money to the library 


in memory of friends or relatives, to commemorate a special occasion, | 


or simply as a gift. Books purchased with these gifts not only 
provide a thoughtful way to remember loved ones and special events 
but they provide hours of reading pleasure for library patrons. 

In these years of budget restrictions, these books are an especially 
welcomed addition to our library collection.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1989 


Following the timber harvest work of previous years along Reservoir 
Road on both the Water Company Lot and the Hooper lot, the usual 
"mess" of a log yard was left along the roadsides. John Calhoun, 
Project Forester, arranged for proper clean up and seeding of 

the affected areas. You who pass by these areas will notice wood 
waste pushed off into the forest edge. At the time this work 

was done, waste wood of this size could neither be burned or buried, 
per EPA regulation. Later in the year, regulations changed that 
would allow burying this waste, but too late for our project. 


It was necessary to clear cut a stand of red pine on the Hooper 
Lot. You will see this area on the west side of Reservoir Road 
just north of the Donald Hubbard property. These trees became 
infested with a "Pine Bark Beetle". The cure, clear cut of the 
area, remove all large wood and burn all debris, was prescribed 

by Dr. Tom Harrington, Plant Pathologist at U.N.H.. We will 
continue to monitor this section of town forest for further infest- 
ation. 


Additional work is being planned that will bring about timber 
cutting at some forest locations. This work will be conducted 

in a professional manner by a consulting forester. We are also 
going to ask the New Hampshire Fish and Game Department for counsel 
and advice so that our forest work will allow the best possible 
habitant for wildlife. 


It has been reported earlier that the Conservation Commission 

was successful in completing two land acquisition projects involving 
the Land Conservation Investment Program - thirty five acres of 

the riverfront north of the Westminster Bridge being donated by 
Hubbard Farms to the New Hampshire Fish and Game Department. The 
assessed value of this property allowed for matching funds of 
Twenty Five Thousand Dollars be paid to the Town for use of a 

land purchase of forty five acres of woodland fronting along the 
Mill Pond east shore. As it adjoins land the Town already owns, 
acreage around the Mill Pond now totals 85 acres. This is valuable 
wildlife habitat and will be maintained as such. It will also 

be posted as a conservation area, and no hunting or trapping will 
be allowed. 


Van Garrison and Alan Perkins have supervised the clearing and 
building of a trail network around the Mill Pond, including the 
newly purchased land. We wish to thank Fritze Till, and her "Trail 
Builders" from the Walpole Schools, as well as the Walpole Grange, 
for their volunteer work on these trails. 


Early in 1989 a trail clearing project was done at the Mason 
Forest. Using Mason Fund monies, which are for this purpose, 

a man was hired to clear a trail beginning at the north end of 
the east side rest area. It is estimated this trail is one and 
two-tenths mile in length. It was designed to allow persons of 
all ages to walk it with minimum of difficulty.

We hope Walpole residents will avail themselves of these trails. 
Walpole enjoys the position of having the third largest town-owned 
forest lands in New Hampshire. 


We had planned to complete repair of the bridges and build a new 
entrance to the Academy Ravine off School Street. This work was 
put on hold when the Mendon Pipeline Company was allowed to use 

the area as a parking lot. Once the Sewer project is completed, 
we will continue with our planned work for this area. 


Many Walpole residents registered anger and disgust at the senseless 
act of vandalism of the picnic shelters built by the Conservation 
Commission ten years ago at the Route 12 rest areas. Joe Smith 
salvaged the roof structures and will restore them in position 

using iron supports, as soon as weather permits. 


Frederick Werner, a descendant of the Knapp family, visited Walpole 
several times during 1988 and 1989. It was his desire to carry 

on his family tradition of benevolence to our town. Consequently, 
he has given over five promissory notes, payable to the Walpole 
Conservation Commission in 1994. The total value of these notes 

is over twenty five thousand dollars. This money, when received, 
is to be used in furthering conservation work in Walpole. It 

is also his wish that his generosity will spark an interest in 
others to make donations of money or lands to the Town of Walpole 
for conservation purposes. 


The Conservation Commission members wish to thank all Walpole 
residents for their willing cooperation during 1989. The list 
is long, but,notably,"Chip" Whitcomb for providing, transporting 
and setting a large stone by the Mill Pond. There is now a 
commemorative plaque on this stone; R.N. Johnson for providing 
equipment to relocate stones at this site; Hubbard Farms for their 
generous donation of land; the Selectmen and personnel at the 
Town office; Joe Smith and the Highway Department people. We 
have also called upon our Fire Chief and Forest Fire Warden for 
advice from time to time. The people of Walpole owe you all a 
vote of thanks.

I would like to thank everyone for being patient and understanding 
about our new sewer system going in these last few years. We 
realize the dust, no water, traffic tie-ups, etc. will be far 
outweighed by the new waste water facilities when they are all 
complete. 


We realize we have much work to do on our water system with mains 
that need installing, cleaning mains and a few new house services 
that need changing, but when the sewer system is in and complete, 
we can then start doing repair work on the water system as monies 
are available. 


Many of you will see us in your homes in the month ahead as we 
change water meters or add them where needed. 


We have had to do a complete overall of our river pump in the 
past year. It was 25 years old and had to have a new pumping 
bowl assembly installed. We have also added a hydrant and a new 
6" .water service for the new fire station, which will have a 
new sprinkler system when money becomes available.

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WALPOLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During 1989 the Walpole Police Department responded to Seven 

Hundred and Thirty Two calls for assistance. These calls ranging 
from burglar alarms, domestic disputes, suspicious vehicles and 
persons, vandalism, OHRV complaints, criminal complaints, fire 

and ambulance assist, motorist aid calls and motor vehicle accidents, 
which totalled forty three. 


During May 1989, Officer Carl Baird joined our Department and 
has proven to be a very welcome asset and professional Police 
Officer. In December 1989, Eric Staab resigned as an Officer. 
Consequently, I've asked the Selectmen for permission to hire 
at least one new officer. 


I've requested the Selectmen to place two articles in the Town 
Warrant, one to renovate and furnish the Water Department Garage 
on High Street as a Police Department. The other Article is 

for the purchase of body armor for all officers, which is becoming 
more necessary every year. These two Articles are badly needed 

by the Department. 


Each year I ask that residents, please, if you are going away 
on vacation or just for the weekend, to contact the Selectmen's 
Office or any Police Officer for a request for Home Security 
Check. 


Our appreciation for the donations to the Police Benevolent Fund. 
They will be put to good use. Last year, donations were used 
toward the purchase of new uniforms. I thank you and my men 
thank you. 

My appreciation to the people of Walpole, especially the Fire 

and Ambulance Departments for their continued assistance and 
cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE —- 1989 


The Hooper Institute has had a very busy year with its school 

and community programs. In the schools, Fritze Till and I visited 
every classroom at the Walpole School on a weekly basis. Community 
programs were well attended. The Farm and Forest Museum at the 
Hooper Institute continued to flourish. 


Winter activities in the schools reflected the season. There 
were lessons on how plants and animals adapt to winter weather. 
Fifth graders trekked to the Hooper Shelter for a winter survival 
cookout. Third graders studied endangered species. 


Fourth graders participated in the Farm and Forest Project sponsored 
by the Hooper Institute for the seventh year in a row. They visited 
a sheep farm, sugarhouse, sawmill, wood turning shop, produce 

farm, commercial greenhouse, dairy farm and a beekeeper. They 
observed a sheep being shorn. The entire class learned how to 

card and spin wool and weave a finished product. A program of 

this depth would not be possible without the generosity of the 

many people who hosted our visits. 


Sixth graders spent the winter and spring learning about the 
Connecticut River watershed. We used maps, slides, games, water 
quality tests, and field trips to learn about the cultural and 
natural history of our home valley. A two day, overnight canoe 
trip on the river culminated their studies. 


Other spring lessons included birdwatching and bird behavior, signs 
and sounds of spring, seeds and planting, reptiles and amphibians 
and a unit on geology. Environmental issues were explored with 
lessons on recycling and oil spills. 


Seventh and eighth graders worked outdoors with Fritze Till as 
"Trailbuilders" on school and community nature trails. They also 
worked indoors to set up a recycling program for the school. 


The Summer Program for younger children had the best attendance 

of any year with seventy children signed up. For three mornings 
per week Fritze Till and the children explored the fields, forest 
and ponds of Walpole. A program of this size would not have been 
possible without the generous help of several program assistants. 


Autumn in the schools brought the return of such seasonal lessons 

as hawk watching, insects, mushrooms and apples. Fourth graders 
visited apple orchards to pick their own and pressed the apples 

into cider. Trees occupied many of our lessons as children studied 
the oaks, leaf identification and color change, and trees as habitats 
for wildlife. Trees as beaver food were studied as the primary 
grades tramped to the Mill Pond to observe beavers in action. 
Evergreens and conifers founded out the tree lessons near Christmas 
time.

Other Fall lessons included the use of a compass, bones and skeletons, 
wild turkeys and domestic chickens, the importance of soil and 
a unit on oceanography. 


Community programs included adult natural history rambles to various 
|locales in Walpole in the Spring and Fall and evening stargazing 
\for families. The Boy Scouts helped plant new Christmas trees 

-at Hooper and marketed mature ones in December. 


The Farm and Forest Museum at the Hooper Institute had 721 visitors 
lin 1989. Admission was charged to out-of-town residents. We 

hope to use the $816.50 income generated for scholarship fund. 
|This would benefit a Walpole resident who intends to study agri- 
‘culture, forestry or botany on a college level. 


‘Thanks to all the volunteers and hosts who have helped make this 
j}such a successful year for the Hooper Institute.

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WALPOLE RECYCLING ACTION PROJECT 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1989 


Forty six volunteers ran the recycling operation at the Walpole 
landfill for the entire year. They learned to operate the new 
equipment, kept pace with the increased load of materials brought 
by increased numbers of recycling particpants, and adjusted 
quickly to new procedures necessitated by the growth in volume 
and diversity of products. 


A wide variety of plastic containers began to be processed when 
a plastics granulator was set up in the landfill equipment shed. 
The large volume reduction when plastic bottles are converted to 
small chips saves much landfill space. The chips are also valuable. 


A composting operation for yard wastes was started. This also 
saves landfill space as leaves, grass clippings and so on shrink 
in volume as they decompose in air. 


Markets changed. Aluminum cans and dishes are now picked up and 

paid for by a local processor. Newspapers are loaded into the 

truck of a Walpole dairy farmer who shreds them for cattle bedding. 
Cardboard is picked up by a Vermont company that converts it into 
fuel pellets. To handle our increased cardboard volume, a used 
trailer was purchased and located north of the box car with a “em 
dock between the two. 


Glass, clear, green and brown, is taken in Town trucks to Claremont. 
The volume of glass crushed has grown so much that an electric 

glass crusher was purchased to relieve volunteers of crushing by 
hand. This change resulted from a volunteer's suggestion made 

at the meeting held for volunteers in July at which our procedures 
and guidelines were reviewed and brought up to date. 


One profitable sideline of recylcing bottles and cans, namely 
returning deposit containers, has grown along with the overall 
volume. We received $537 in 1989 from such returnables. The 
recycling operation brought in $4400. This does not include the 
sale of scrap metal, long done by Walpole, but does include the 
$2500 grant for equipment we received from New Hampshire the 
Beautiful. 


Routine maintenance was carried out by some of our specially skilled 
volunteers. The blades of the plastic granulator, however, had 

to be professionally sharpened. We purchased a spare set of blades 

to reduce down time during sharpening. The loading dock, mentioned 

above, was built by volunteers, as were ramps to give easy access 

to the storage areas. 


All of this was accomplished within our budget. In fact, because 

we obtained a used plastic granulator, which we were able to 
recondition, we saved about $8000. This kept our total expenditures 
to $8303. 
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Walpole Recycling Action Project (con't) 


In 1990 we plan to hire a recycling center supervisor to keep every- 
thing running smoothly. We also see mandatory recycling coming 

and will continue to examine other town's methods so as to be able 
‘to advise the Selectmen at the appropriate time as to facilities, 
ordinances and manpower. 


Ira and Jimmy Sanborn have cheerfully continued to help the volunteers 


fand Joe Smith's crews have kept the glass product moving. To them 
and to all the volunteers go hearty thanks.

REPORT OF TOWN FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced 
an average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these 
wildfires were fires kindled without a fire permit from the Forest 
Fire Warden, children and debris burning fires that escaped control. 
All these causes are preventable, but only with vour help. | 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest 
fire prevention. By New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224-27b), "No : 
person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled | 
any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material, except when 


the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written 


fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning 
is to be done." 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the State 
of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for paying 
all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted 
many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1989 including several 
large fires in Allenstown, Alton, Chesterfield, Concord areas, 

as well as the 100 acre fire on Mt. Belknap in Gilford.
